The nuclear detonations at 
unprecedented altitudes were 
known under the code name of 
Project Argus. They have been | 
described to the New York | 


Times as “the greatest scien- | 
tific experiment ever con- 
ducted.” 


Project Argus involved three 
detonations of relatively small 
yield nuclear devices. The 
force of each of the explosions 
is believed to have been in the 
kiloton (1000 tons), rather than 
in the megaton (1,000,000 tons) 
range. 

The nuciear test devices were 


boosted into space by_ special 
three-stage liquid and _ solid- 
fueled rockets. They were 


remarkable reliability from the 
pitching deck of the U.S:S. 
Norton Sound, a

The launchings took place in 
fairly rough waters deep in the 
south Atlantic—in midocean. 


Partly because of the lack 
of adequate instrumentation 
and the complex nature of

UNITED NATIONS, N_.Y., 
March 19 (AP)—Israel charged 
yesterday that the United Arab 
Republic has started barring 
Israeli export products from 
transit through the Suez canal.

He said. however, that never 
before had the U.A.R. inter- 
fered with shipments outward 
bound trom Israel aboard such 
vessels.

WASHINGTON, March 19 
(UPI)—Senator Paul H. Doug- 
las (Dem.), Illinois, today 
called tor passage of strong 
civil rights legislation to meet 
“hostile threats and seemingly 
implacable local resistance” to 
integration in the South. 

Douglas was one of five 
northern Senators scheduled 
to testify before the Senate 
Constitutional Rights sub- 
committee studying civil rights 
proposals 

He said in prepared testi- 
mony that his -bill, co-spon- 
sored by 15 other Senators, 
would “meet the most serious 
challenge to constitutional! 
rights in American life today 
—the denials of equal oppor- 
tunity in public education be- 
cause of race.” 

Douglas expressed disappoint- 
ment with the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s approach to civil 
rights legislation. He said the 
Administration has abandoned 
a proposal to provide gavern- 
mental legal assistance in equal 
protection cases. 

“They would virtually leave 
the desegregation issue to the 
courts and the courage of in- 
dividual plaintiffs,’ Douglas 
said. He said individuals de- 
prived of constitutional rights 
were powerless to compete ef- 
fectively against ‘the full array 
of! state power and legal tal- 
ent.” 

“Neutrality in the face of 
the strongest defiance of the 
court and the roughest denials 
of human rights seems to be 
the order of the day,’ Douglas 
declared 

He said the argument that 
federal intervention might in- 
furiate the people in states and 
localities merely puts a pre- 
mium on tantrums. 

Douglas challenged conten- 
tiams by southern Congressmen 
that his bill was “viciously 
anti-Seuthern” and a “con- 
quered province bill.”

“I can only say that some 
people talk of God punishing 
people by taking away their 
reason and these gentlemen 
must have been so treated,” he 
said. ‘Burke talks of destroy- 
ing the Soviet Union in two 
days. I suggest he is a poor 
mathematician. 

“If that is true, how many 
days would it take to destroy 
the United States?

The Soviet chief then added 
that if the West was “seriously 
ready” for talks, the Soviet

URGED BY BLAIR

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
19— Gov. James T. Blair re- 
newed his recommendation yes- 
terday that the state gasoline 
tax be increased 2 cents a gal- 
lon to raise the money he said 
is needed to give Missouri 
“modern and safe” highways. 

The Governor appeared be- 
fore the Senate Roads and 
Highways Committee to urge 
passage of a pending adminis- 
tration bill raising the gasoline 
tax from 3 to 5 cents a gallon 
and earmarking all of the $30,- 
000,000 additional funds a year 
for state highway purposes. 

Last week a special Senate- 
House committee recommended 
only a one cent increase, and 
urged that a study be made of 
future state road needs and 
those of counties and munici- 
palities. 


“We Need Pending Bill.” 

But Blair said “it is my con- 
sidered judgment that we need 
the pending bill in jts present 
form.” He urged the committee 
to approve the measure as in- 
troduced so the Senate will 
have an opportunity to vote 
on it, 


“It is necessary for us to 
have more money to build mod- 
ern highways which will save 
lives and property,’ the Gov- 
ernor said,

The President on TV 


Hearing the President's speech 
Monday night, I listened in vain 
for a pledge to take the Berlin 
issue to the United Nations as 
the alternative to “giving in to 
force” which we can not do. 

Instead, we heard the same old 
stuff right out of the era of 
World War I and World War II. 
Innuendos that we will fight as 
the alternative, if ‘‘negotiation’— 
in which we “will not give an 
inch’—fails. One wonders how 
much experience Mr. Eisenhower 
has had in negotiation on that 
basis, and how much success he 
expects to come from it. 


When fighting means nuclear 
war and nuclear war means ex- 
tinction of the future, how can 
our President mention this as an 
alternative before he has taken 
evén one step toward invoking 
U.N. referral? 


This is pre-atomic-age reaction. 
In 1959 it is obsolete and suicidal. 

To consider it at this point, 
even in our own defense, is to be 
irresponsible to the millions of 
people not parties to the cold-war 
disputes who will pay in suffer- 
ing and horror if the military talk 
takes form in military deed. 


Are they not entitled to be rep 
resented in these “negotiations?” 
The U.N. provides that opportu- 
nity. 

To break completely and finally 
with the past—its military meth- 
ods and military threats and in- 
nuendos—that is what we need 
most.in 1959. Such leadership will 
win what we stand for. 


Suppose we called for an emer- 
gency meeting now of the U.N. 
General Assembly, and announced 
before the nations of the world 
that we stand before it in the 
cause of peace, without threat of 
military force, either offensive or 
defensive; that we are not even 
forcing peace on our enemies 
as an alternative to fear of what 
we could do to them if they 
start shooting first, since a true 
peacemaker does not threaten. 

That would be such a departure 
from the old way that it would 
shock even our adversaries to at- 
tention. It could be a shot heard 
around the world Who then would 
be the moral leaders in the battle 
for the minds of men, which is 
. the. coveted goal of Communist 
propaganda?

A Berlin-Soviet Axis?. 


Is the United States genuinely prepared to 
permit a reunited Germany to become a mili- 
tary partner of the Soviet Union? 

Unless we are, our Government had better 
modify the proposal it is reportedly consider- 
ing for a draft peace treaty with Germany, 
to be discussed at this summer’s summit con- 
ference. This draft, intended to act as a 
counterweight to the one offered by Moscow, 
would call for some form of federation be- 
tween East and West Germany, giving the 
central federal government full control over 
its own affairs and freedom to choose what- 
ever ties it wished with other countries. 

If this looks like a magnanimous gesture 
in behalf of absolute German sovereignty, the 
appearance is deceiving. The Western diplo- 
matic planners feel perfectly safe in offering 
freedom of choice to the Germans, because 
they are quite confident that the freedom 
would be exercised to bring all of, Aermany 
into NATO. 

But it is worth asking what the American 
position would be if thé-Situation were re- 
versed. If West Germany were strongly Com- 
munist in orientation, if an all-German gov- 
ernment were fairly certain to become a 
military partner of the Kremlin, would the 
United States be in favor of a peace treaty 
which gave Germany freedom to enter into 
the partnership? 

The answer is obviously No. Having waged 
World War II to prevent Germany from dom- 
inating all Europe, the West could not stand 
by and permit a German-Russian combina- 
tion to dominate it. 

If that is the way the West feels, however, 
is it so very unreasonable that the Russians, 
who also fought a war against German dom- 
ination of Europe, should feel the same way? 
And if the Russians are likely to regard their 
security as endangered by a German mili- 
tary partnership with the West, is it not per- 
fectly evident that a Western treaty proposal 
which opens the way for just such a partner- 
ship is sure to be rejected, and therefore 
ought not to be offered if our purpose is to 
negotiate in good faith? 

The basic fact about a united Germany, 
which was true in 1945 and remains true to- 
day, is that neither the Soviet Union nor the 
Western alliance can afford to permit Ger- 
many to join the other side as military part- 
ner. That is why Germany has remained 
divided, and why a final peace settlement 
has never been reached. That is why any 
settlement must envision some form of limi- 
tation upon German armed power. 

As it happens, the development of long- 
range rockets may make it possible for both 
Russia and the Western alliance to safeguard 
their security without either one requiring 


__Ahilitary partnership with a united Germany. 


The door to a peace settlement thus is open. 
But there is still a question whether the great 
powers possess the wisdom to walk through it. 


New Food and Drug Protection 


The United States Food and Drug Admin- 
istration has passed a momentous milestone 
with the signing of new legislation by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. Hereafter, manufacturers 
will have to prove that chemical additives to 
foods and drugs are safe before they will 
be permitted to put them on the market; up 
to now, additives have been put on the mar- 
ket and stayed there unless F&DA obtained 
an injunction against their use. 

In another equally history-making provision 
of the new amendment to the Food and Drug 
Act, the F&DA is authorized to establish tol- 
erances on food and drug additives. That 
means it can permit the use of chemicals 
shown to be safe in the amounts and under 
the conditions of their consumption. Hither- 
to it has had no discretion over tolerances. 

One of the first consequences of the new 
law will be a settlement of the orange color- 
ing problem. Florida and Texas oranges are 
green when ripe, particularly varieties ma- 
turing between October and December. A 
coal-tar dye called Red-32 was long used to 
dye the green ripe oranges a more succulent 
yellow. Found unsafe for animals, it was 
banned, and a court battle sustained the ban. 
While the fight was going on, the chemical 
industry developed a new dye for oranges, 
known as Citrus Red No. 2. F&DA could ap- 
prove the new dye only if it could set toler- 
ances; so the citrus industry lent its support 
to the amendment which has just gone into 
effect. As a consequence, Congress has en- 
acted legislation, with F&DA’s approval, per- 
mitting the coloring of oranges with Red-2. 
Result: The United States now has the strong: 
est food and drug protection in its history 
and continuously yellow oranges. 


Nike in Pere Marquette Park 


St. Louisans can only be grateful that IIli- 
nois is furnishing sites for three of the Nike 
anti-aircraft guided missile emplacements 
now in process of construction for the defense 
of the St. Louis area. The one Nike site, 
among the four, on the Missouri side of the 
river is at House Springs (west). Two others 
are near Red Bud (south) and Edwardsville 
(east). The fourth (north) is within Pere 
Marquette State Park, overlooking the IIli- 
nois river, just above its confluence with the 
Mississippi. 

But grateful though St. Louisans are that 
this defense system is taking form, many 
people, we are sure, will regret deeply that 
the Army and the State of Illinois joined in 
placing one of the installations inside a par- 
ticularly beautiful recreation and vacation 
preserve. The sighting area occupies an emi- 
nence near Quitt Point, on the bluffs some 
two miles east of the lodge. The launching 
area, which is also half constructed, along 
with its barracks, is further into the park, 
near the custodian's residence on the way to 
the campgrounds. 

It is argued on behalf of the Illinois Divi- 
sion of Parks and Memorials, that some 15 
to 20 acres take little out of a park of 6000 
acres. It is further argued that the State of 
Illinois felt duty-bound to co-operate with 
the Army when it asked for the park site. 
Still another argument is that since Illinois 
obtained much of the land for Pere Mar- 
quette from the Federal Government’s CCC 
holdings, the return of a small part for na- 
tional security purposes is only fair. 

Yet the Nike areas will soon be surrounded 
with seven-foot barbed-wire fencing to shut 
them away from park visitors. These for- 
bidden areas will be out of keeping with the 
recreational purposes of Pere Marquette 
which invite people to wander where the 
spirit leads them. The family which goes to 
the park to enjoy a Sunday picnic or a week- 
end outing under the sky and among the 
trees should not be required to share its 


recreational facilities with defense installa- 
‘tions for atomic war. 

Construction unfortunately is too far along 
to expect the Army to change now to a nearby 
site—outside the park. But there doubtless 
will be other defense installations in the fu- 
ture. If and when the Army builds them, 
let it acquire non-recreational areas. Let it 
not invade the people’s playgrounds. 


Police vs. City 


The increasingly bitter dispute between 
the City Administration and the Police Board 
over money involves two basic questions, one 
of law and one of public policy. 

Does the board have authority to require 
the city to pay all its bills regardless of the 
condition of municipal finances? This is the 
question of law, and it is now before the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court for determination. Once 
the court speaks, both the city and the police 
will know precisely where they stand. If 
either party disagrees with the decision, the 
remedy then will be to raise the question of 
public policy and seek a change in the law. 

The policy question is whether the police 
should have the authority they assert they 
possess. A premature and dangerous effort 
to answer it in the negative is pending in the 
Missouri Legislature. Representative Thomas 
A. Walsh, St. Louis Democrat, would give city 
authorities complete control over the police 
budget. This would largely nullify the prin- 
ciple of state control of the department, and 
in our judgment would be a mistake. 

Even Mayor Tucker is the first to admit 
that, by and large, state control over the 
police has. been a good thing. With the power 
of the purse completely in local hands, every 
alderman would be in position to become 
police chief in his own ward. The city con- 
cedes broad fiscal powers to the board, but 
not “complete” powers. 

Money is the root of the whole argument. 
If the city’s coffers had not been dangerously 
low, the police budget no doubt would have 
been fully financed. The same goes for the 
requests of the various municipal depart- 
ments which, like the police, were provided 
with sufficient cash “to pay existing person- 
nel at present rates, plus an allowance for 
increased costs of materials, equipment and 
supplies.” This was the Board of Estimate’s 
standard. : 

The Police Board claims the standard was 
not actually applied to its budget, the city 
claims it was, and each side offers figures in 
evidence. Whatever the truth may be on this 
point, the basic issue is whether in present 
circumstances the same budget standard 
should be applied to police as to other func- 
tions. The Police Board makes a strong case 
for the negative. 

All of which suggests that the biggest need 
of .both the police and of the city is House 
approval of the Senate-passed earnings tax 
enabling bill. If the tax measure is adopted 
by the Legislature and then approved by St. 
Louis, there would be sufficient money to 
meet the needs of the police and the other 
city departments. 


‘Ic’ Goes Out 


Just why syllable dropping can sound in- 
sulting is not altogether clear. Nevertheless 
Idaho Democrats tried to resist a recent Re- 
publican tendency to speak of the Democrat 
party, and passed a bill requiring “Demo- 
cratic.” Republican Gov. Robert E. Smylie 
has vetoed the bill as unnecessary, as indeed 
it should be. For the logical response for 
the Democrats is to drop the same “ic” from 
Republican which Republicans drop from 
Democratic. Thus reference could be made 
to the Republan party, a repugnant refer- 
ence indeed. But tit for tat, and no “ics” 
anywhere. 


High, Loud and Supine 


The observations on trumpet players by 
Drs. M. Faulkner and E. P. Sharpey-Schaefer 
in the current issue of the British Medical 
Journal are highly interesting. 

The doctors find that when a trumpeter 
holds a high, loud note, ‘‘a formidable Valsal- 
va maneuver” occurs in the ear canals, “‘peri- 
pheral venous valves shut,” dizziness sets in 
and occasionally the musician blacks out. But 
the doctors’ tests, made with capacitance 


manometers and other devices for determin- 


ing the degree of distress, show the trumpeter 
suffers no lasting ill effects. 

The physicians suggest two ways to assure 
that the trumpeter will be able to hold his 
note. One would be for him to “wear a pilot’s 
pressure suit which could be surreptitiously 
inflated by a switch on the conductor’s stand.” 

The second method they introduce with: 
“It is better to sit than stand (when blowing), 
but the strict supine posture, which would be 
better still, seems hardly feasible.” Here 
they seem to have discounted an excellent 
suggestion for no reason at all. 

Why would it not be delightfully feasible 
for any trumpeter to arise from his chair 
with due deliberation, drop to a supine posi- 
tion and blast away? We cannot imagine 
anything that would lend so much drama to 
an orchestral performance. Between watch- 
ing the percussionist get ready for a crash of 
cymbals, and watching the trumpeters assume 
a supine position in preparation for a high, 
loud note, the audience could greatly enhance 
its enjoyment of the music, 


That Equal Time Rule 


President Eisenhower has called on Attor- 
ney General Rogers to see what can be done 
to relieve the confusion over the “equal time” 
rule on radio and television. Under this rule 
a perennial IMinois candidate, Lar (America 
First) Daly, appealed to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission and won equal time 
with Mayor Daley of Chicago, because Lar 
Daly is running against Mayor Daley in the 
municipal election. The basis of the Lar 
Daly equal time complaint was that Mayor 
Daley had appeared on TV welcoming the 
President of Argentina and opening a polio 
fund drive. 

FCC Chairman John C. Doerfer states the 
problem well when he says: “If every pre- 
sentation of a duly elected official who hap- 
pens to be a qualified candidate must be 
matched by equal free time for all other 
candidates, then governmental news will be 
emasculated during campaign periods. The 
broadcaster will be shorn of journalistic judg- 
ment during this critical period.” 

The solution need not be outright repeal 
of the “equal time” rule, as Mr. Doerfer rec- 
ommends. But certainly its application should 
be made sensible and reasonable, not ridicu- 
lous. 
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The Police Board’s Budget Case 


Change in Character of City and Its People Requires More Funds for Law Enforcement 


From a Statement by the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
to a Missouri House Committee 


One of the factors behind the city’s 


financial plight is the fundamental, 


change that has been taking place in 
the population of the City of St. 
Louis—and continues to take place. 
Thousands upon thousands of poor 
people from agricultural areas have 
been moving into St. Louis each 
year. For the most part, they come 
without money, without jobs and 
without property. 

Furthermore, their agricultural 
skills are of little use to them in 
the business and 
industry of the 
city. The best they 
can hope for is 
of some kind of un- 
skilled labor, the 
supply of which 
far exceeds the 
demand. They can 
find homes only 
in the slums and the blighted areas, 
which are the breeding place of 
crime. As their numbers increase, 
the slum and blighted areas of the 
city increase, 

Along with this in-migration, we 
have seen an exodus of middle-class 
families from the city to the suburbs 
outside the city limits. So you can 
see that the city has been losing 
thousands of citizens best able to pay 
taxes and has been getting in their 
place citizens least able to pay taxes. 

This situation is made worse by 
the fact that the newcomers to the 
city require more of basic city serv- 
ices—including police services and 
health and hospital services. 

It is true that most of these new- 
comers to St. Louis are Negroes, but 
this is not basically a Negro problem. 
Many of the newcomers are eco- 
nomically distressed white families. 
Our records show that crime is as 
bad in a white slum as it is in a 
Negro slum, and sometimes it is 
worse. 

To this situation, we must add an- 
other factor. The families who move 
to the suburbs continue to require 
and use the services of the city they 
have abandoned. But crime can no 
more be contained by political 
boundaries than disease. If there is 
crime in the city, there will be crime 
in the suburbs. We believe that the 
cost of crime in the suburbs, if 
unchecked, may well be much great- 
er than payments of increased earn- 
ings taxes to help pay for the city 
services these suburbanites use.

Low Pay and Long Hours 


At any rate, this fundamental 
change in the city’s population is an 
extremely important factor in the 
issue between this Board and the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. 

When we took office as the Board 
of Police Commissioners in Feb. 
1957, we found that over the previous 
ten years or so, crime had increased 
more than 100 per cent, the traffic 
burden was up more than 200 per 
cent, and police manpower had not 
changed at all. We found a Police 
Department with the lowest pay and 
the longest hours of any major de- 
partment in the country. Policemen’s 
wives were picketing City Hall, in 
protest against low police salaries— 
salaries so low that it was almost 
impossible for the department to 
attract new recruits. 

With crime at an all-time high, the 


department was 105 men under its 


authorized strength and nearly 100 
additional police officers were doing 
clerical or other non-police work be- 
cause there were not enough civilian 
clerks to free them for street duty. 

After cleaning up unpaid bills and 
making a start at replacing worn-out 
and obsolete equipment, we came 
before the State Legislature with a 
bill to increase police pay by 17 per 
cent, which did no more than place 
salaries at mid-level among major 
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cities. With higher salaries, the de- 
partment began an intensive recruit- 
ment drive to get up to authorized 
strength with the best young 
people available. 

Police salaries comprise more than 
75 per cent of the police budget. We 
were well aware of the city’s finan- 
cial difficulties. We knew that the 
most costly way of combatting 
steadily increasing crime would be 
to increase the number of policemen. 
We decided that it was our first 
responsibility to try to find ways to 
do a more effective job with present 
authorized strength. 

We made our available manpower 
more effective by the introduction of 
one-man patrol cars; by introducing 
expertly trained dogs to help curb 
crime; by reassigning officers to 
times and places where crime was 
most likely to be committed; by in- 
troduction of the mobile reserve; by 
setting up a completely new and ex- 
panded communications center so we 
could get our strength where it was 
needed without long delays caused 
by an outmoded radio system; by 
revamping our training program so 
that our new officers were better 
trained when they went on active 
duty. 

When we began to prepare the 
budget for the 1958-59 fiscal year, we 
asked Chief O’Connell and his com- 
manding officers for the minimum 
estimates of the department's re- 
quirements for the year, consistent 
with the crime problem. Because we 
were aware of the city’s financial 
difficulties, we cut more than $740.- 
000 from the department’s budget 
requests, none of which were ex- 
cessive, before we certified a budget 
of $14,232,352 and submitted it to 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. 

The city administration asked us 
to resubmit a budget cut back to the 
previous year’s level. We _ re-ex- 
amined our needs and our figures 
and informed the city administration 
that the budget we had certified was 
the minimum consistent with public 
safety and the proper discharge of 
our duties. 

The Board of Estimate then recom- 
mended a cut in our budget of $640,- 


000 to the Board of Aldermen. The 
Mayor announced that this cut was 
made in line with a formula which 
was being applied to all city govern- 
ments. The formula, he said, was 
that all departments, with a few ex- 
ceptions, would be held to “sufficient 
funds to pay existing personnel at 
present rates, plus an allowance of 
about 3 per cent for increased costs 
of materials, equipment and sup- 
plies.”’ 

We cannot agree with the Mayor's 
view that all city services are of 
equal importance. It seems quite 
clear that hospital services and po- 
lice services are more necessary and 
important than park and recreational 
services, for example. Missouri law 
clearly states that they are and that 
the city must provide for these basic 
services ahead of the less vital ones. 

The Mayor’s formula nevertheless 
received a good deal of publicity and 
many people must have assumed that 
it was applied to our budget. Let 
us look at what 
happened. 

The cut of $640,- - 
000 recommended 
to the Board of 
Aldermen did not 
give us an  in- 
crease of 3 per 
cent in non-salary 
items; it gave us 
a decrease of 16.2 
per cent com- 
pared with the previous year. It did 
allow for a 4.8 per cent increase in 
Salaries, but this increase was not 
sufficient to pay’ the increases au- 
thorized by the Legislature. The total 
increase allowéd in the city’s budget 
for the Police Department was 2.7 
per cent over the previous year. 

It will be noted that there was an 
over-all increase in the budgets of 
the city departments of 7.2 per cent 
and an increase of only 2.7 per cent 
in the budget that these city officials 
recommended for the Police Depart- 
ment. 

Whatever the formula and what- 
ever the principle followed in the 
making of the city’s budget, it re- 
sulted in a cutting of the police 
budget at the expense of less es- 
sential items. 


Between Book Ends 


THE POOR HATER, by William Ready,

Popular impression once was that 
most men of Irish descent wound 
up as bartenders or policemen, but 


“nowadays apparently most of them 


become authors, to judge by the 
flood of books on Irish themes in 
recent years. Yet many aspects of 
the troubles of the Gaels remain a 
treasure still to be worked over by 
fictioneers. For example, in “The 
Poor Hater’ William Ready consid- 
ers the famine years of the middle 
nineteenth century and what fol- 
lowed the vast migratory movement 
of those years. 


The famine coincided with a surge 
of industrial development in other 
countries and the numerous Irish 
immigrants found ready employment. 
Park Leary, hero of this rather un- 
happy tale, first moved into a col- 
liery town in Wales, but had to leave 
that country abruptly because his 
literary inclinations resulted in some 
widely-circulated diatribes against 
England. 

Leary came to the United States 
and first settled in Boston, where 
his pen brought him further fame. 
His writing was in connec tion with 
the magazine of a welfare society he 
had founded, Moving to New York 
to enlarge his society, Park discov- 
ered that the mother country “Or- 
ganization” was. still 
there and the immigrants in their 
rancor were still plotting against 
England, one of their schemes being 
an invasion of Canada—a plan that 
was not so fantastic and unfeasible

in the 1860s as it would be today. 
The maturing Park Leary realized 
that for their own good the im- 
migrants should forget the old 
“troubles” and just be Americans— 
he was indeed a “poor hater’’—and 
this led to troubles of his own. 
The author's rediscovery of a ne- 
glected aspect of Irish history fur- 
nishes a vivid and realistic portrait 
of both the movement out of starving 
Ireland and the settlement in bust- 
ling America.

The United States Information 
Agency is seeking new trans- 
mitters capable of carrying the 
Voice of America directly, 
without relays, from North 
America to listeners behind the 
Iron Curtain. The main relay 
points now are Tangier and 
Munich. 

In addition, the USIA is 
asking for transmitters to be 
located in some country of the 
Eastern Mediterranean 
that would penetrate the area 
between Moscow and the Ural 
mountains, Central and South 
Asia. 

It would be supplemented by 
a medium-wave transmitter 
aimed at the Balkans, the 
Ukraine and the Black Sea 
area. 

For the new transmitters in 
North America, the USIA 
needs $12,960,000. For the one 


it needs $6,462,000. 
These are among highlights 


800,000 in fiscal 1960 on which 
congressional appropriations 
committees will begin hearings 
next week. 

George Allen, director of the 
information agency, is calling 
for increased appropriations 
for broadcasting services, long 
term cultural projects, and for 
programs in Latin America 
and Africa.

had “forced this country to the 
brink of financial disaster.” 
Senator Hubert Humphrey 
of Minnesota, agreeing with 
Gore and Monroney, said the 
Eisenhower Administration had 
been following a ‘“Humphrey- 
Dumphrey or Humpty-Dumpty” 
policy in money matters. 


Gore Blames President. 


Gore blamed _ Eisenhower 
policies for unemployment of 
more than 5,000,000 available 
workers, a slowdown in eco- 
nomic growth and continued 
increases in the cost of living. 

He and other Democrats 
scoffed at the President’s pro- 
posal for a balanced budget 
in the new fiscal year that be- 
gins July 1.

The telegram, signed by Lex- 
ington attorney Joseph Lewis, 
said residents of Perry, Knott, 
Letcher and Pike counties 
“live in mortal fear of their 
lives because of intimidation by 
the United Mine Workers 
union.” 

Lewis asked that the oper- 
ators be given a chance to per- 
sonally present their case to 
Mr. Eisenhower. He said ap- 
peals to county officials and to 
Gov. A. B. (Happy) Chandler 
for assistance have failed 

In Washington, White House 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty said the request had been 
received, but he declined com- 
ment. 

Yesterday, Gov. -Chandler re- 
jected a request that National 
Guardsmen be dispatched to 
the coal fields, explaining state 


police have the situation in 
hand. 

‘Height of Publicity.’ 
Chandler said today that 


Lewis's telegram “is just some- 
thing, in my opinion, to get 
publicity. It is the height of 
publicity.” 

The Governor said he has 
received no reports ‘of any in- 
cidents happening which would 
justify or warrant sending 
troops there.”’ 

UMW spokesmen were unavail- 
able for comment. 

Lewis said that “unless re- 

lief in the form of protection 
is granted, over 50.000 citizens 
will be destitute and on re- 
lief.” 
The UMW strike for a $24.25 
a day wage scale has slowed 
production in six counties: 
Those mentioned by Lewis, 
and also Harlan and Bell, Op- 
erators say they cannot pay 
the $2 a day increases and 
stay in business. 

Earlier. today, the Pike 
County Coal Operators Asso- 
ciation asked the circuit court 
for a temporary restraining or- 
der against the union “to limit 
it to peaceful picketing.” 

Circuit Judge James Stephen- 
son said he would rule on the 
petition later today. It alleged 
that the. UMW “‘is resorting to 
violence to keep the mines 
closed.” 

Approximately 300 pickets 
gathered at a loading dock “in 


Pikeville but there were no 
disorders. 

“We're just waiting to see 
What's going to happen in 
court,” they told reporters. 
“We can't let mines operate 


without a contract. We're here 
to win.” 

Robert Holcomb, president of 
the Pike county operators, said 
the pits were idle today and 
“will stay that way until the 
court decides on the order.” 

Carson Hibbits, president of 
UMW District 30, commenting 
on the injunction request, said: 
“IT am confident we will get 
fair and impartial 
for all concerned.” 

Hibbitts said the union is “a 
law-abiding organization 
will abide by whatever decision 
the courts may hand down to- 

ay.” 

The issue in the strike — it 
involves Pike, Bell,- Harlan, 
Perry and Letcher counties— 
goes deeper than the wage dis- 
pute. 

Some operators say the UMW 
and the large coal firms are 
trving to put the small owners 
out of business. They point the 
finger of suspicion at the pro- 
tective wage clause. 

Under the new contract, the 
clause forbids union mines 
from buying or processing coal 
from pits not paying union 
scale. 

Strictly enforced, this would 
squeeze out many small oper- 
ators who would have no mar- 
ket for their coal. 

Accuses Big Operators. 

Roland Price, whose Letcher 
county non-union mine pro- 
duced 1,000,000 tons last year, 
declared: “This is not a fight 
for wages but this is a fight by 
the big coal operators and the 
UMW to eliminate the truck 
mine industry.” 

The bituminous coal industry 
is faced with a diminishing 
market as petroleum and nat- 
ural gas lines expand. 

United States mines pro- 
duced 630,500,000 tons of coal 
in 1947 compared with a 1957 
output of 490,000,000 tons. 
Kentucky production slipped 
from 84.000.000 tons in 1947 to 
75,000,000 in 1957. 

Kentucky operators are at a 
disadvantage because coal 
seams, while of high quality, 
are shallow and not adaptable 
to complete mechanization. 
This means higher production 
costs. 

Mechanized and strip mines 
can mine coal for as liftle as 
21) and 50 cents a ton. Some 
Kentucky operators pay loaders 
more than $2 a ton.

LOS ANGELES, March 19 
(UPI)\—Davey Moore, the new 
world’s featherweight champi- 
on, received the plaudits of the 
fight world today for his 
thirteenth-round knockout of 
Hogan (Kid) Bassey of Nigeria 
last night in a bruising bout. 

In one round, the sixth, the 
former national amateur ban- 
tamweight king turned the tide 
of battle as he sent the champ- 
ion reeling into the ropes with 
a wild flurry of blows that left 
Bassey bloody, dazed and an 
easy target. 

The Springfield (O.) chal- 
lenger followed up his advan- 
tage in the next round to cut 
up the champion even more. 
He then piled up a big margin 
of points through the thirteeu- 
th round when Bassey’s mana- 
ger, George Biddles, stopped 
the fight because the champion 
could not see with the blood 
flowing into his eyes. 

Thus the _ featherweight 
championship returned to the 
United States after an absence 
of. more than a year and a half 
since Bassey won the title in 
an elimination tournament. The 
fight agreement called for a 
return match within 90 days— 
if the champion lost. 

The crowd of 10,000 
paid $65,602.98 gave 
fighters a tremendous ovation 
when they left the ring after 
their nationally -televised bout 
in Olympic Auditorium.

Her cry of, “Come on, Hogan” 
rang out strongly at first but 
then died away as she saw the 
little Nigerian taking one of 
the worst beatings of his ca- 
reer.

I READ IN YOUR COLUMN where some young folks 
complained because they had to take care of their aged 
parents.

I work because I have 
to. My husband died and 
left me some insurance 
but not enough. The 
money he left my son 
didn’t last a year. Steve 
was 22, and plenty wild. 
He got his inheritance in 
a lump sum and biew it 
like a lunatic. 

Two years ago Steve 
ealled me long-distance 
and asked for money to 
come home. He and his 
wife had split up. The 
first thing he did when 
he got home was to buy 
a new car. I signed for 
him at the bank and 
ended up psying for it. 
Then he bought a color 
TV on credit—(mine). 
ANN LANDERS He wasn't home five 

months when he met a 
girl he said he was in love with. They got married in 
Mexico. Her father died two weeks later and Son “bor- 
rowed” $1000 from me to bury his brand new father-in-law. 

Five weeks later he learned she hadn't bothered 
to get a divorce from her husband. The legal mess cost me 
$700. Three weeks later he told her to get out, which 
she did. 

Inside of two months a married woman started to 
chase after him. He told me she was “nice but misunder- 
stood,” and asked me to invite her for dinner. I told him I 
wouldn't let the tramp in my home. 

The next day when I was at work he removed the 
color TV, and an oil painting his first wife had given 
me. He also took my best blankets, linen and dishes 
and drove off in the car which I had paid for. 

I’m not asking for advice, so please don’t suggest that 
I have him arrested. It won't do me one bit of good if 
he sits in jail. I just wanted to let you know how one 
loving son “took care of” his aged mother. Thank you 
for listening. BLED WHITE. 
Dear Ann: 

I KNOW you aren't a doctor, but perhaps my wife's 
‘ problem is not a*“medical one, although she insists it is. 
She claims the doctors are too lazy to find out why she 
can't lose weight. 

In the 10 years we've been married she has gained 
40 pounds. She has gone to five doctors and they've all 
told her there's nothing wrong with her glands. They say 
she should eat less, and avoid starches, fats and sweets. 

She claims she eats hardly enough to keep a bird 
alive. At dinner she always makes a point that she eats 
less than our &-year-old son. And to be perfectly honest 
with you—she does, I can't figure this out. Can you?

DEAR HUSBAND: When a person is over- 
weight and the doctors ean find nothing wrong, 
it means only one thing—the body is taking in 
more food than it needs. 

I'm no doctor and I'm no detective either— 
so I can’t tell you how your wife is getting that 
extra food into her mouth, One thing is certain, 
however; she manages it somehow. 

Some women snack all day, unconsciously. 
When dinner rolls around they eat very little. 
Often they “taste” as they cook, and the 10 or 12 
spoonsful of beans (100 calories) goes uncounted. 
When they clear away the dishes, they eat left- 
overs because it’s “not enough to put away” and 
“tee good te throw out.”

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Hawaii--You’ve Got to See It to Believe It 


Our Soon-to-be Fiftieth State Has Many Charms and Not the Least Is Its Climate 
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Waikiki is iust one of Hawaii's beaches, but it alone is enough to make the islands famous.

DESPITE EVERYTHING the 
hula hoop did to prejudice some 
Americans against Hawaii, the 
islands soon will be admitted 
to the Union. The hula hoop 
was. like many another state- 
side slander of the islands. Ar- 
thur Godfrey pawing a ukulele 
can't blot out the true charm 
of Hawaii. Virtue triumphs. 
Aloha. 

The fact is, Hawaii’s charm 
can’t be exported and that’s the 
secret strength of the islands. 
They're like church. You've got 
to be there to get the benefits 
first-hand. Second-hand preach- 
ing about the beauties of Ha- 
waii is even poorer than most 
substitutes when stacked up 
against the real thing. 


Hawaii aiways has excelled at 
luring back people who just 
happened to pass through once 
and having passed, never could 
forget it. The population is es- 
timated in excess of 600,000 and 
if every soldier, sailor and ma- 
rine who saw Hawaii during 
World War II had his. wish 
simultaneously and landed back 
there right now, the main island 
of Oahu would sink beneath 
their weight. 

On the wav down everybody 
would yell “Aloha,” the beauti- 
ful all-purpose word. Aloha 
means welcome, goodby, love— 
What have you in mind? There 
also would be cries of “Okole 
maluna,” the rallying cry of 
natives and tourists alixe, 
Means ‘‘Bottoms up.” 

Tourists have been a grow- 
ing industry, booming with 
everything else on the islands 
after the war. Sugar—1,100,- 
000 tons a year—and pineapple 
—29,000,000 crates of fruit and 
juice a year—have been Ha- 
waii’s major economic strengths 
but some hopeful Hawaiians 
think the tourists will become 


bigger than sugar and pine- 
apples. 
Tourists certainly will put 


the land to better use, yielding 
more per acre. Only seven 
per cent of the volcanic is- 
lands’ combined area of 6400 
square miles can be used for 
agriculture. There’s almost no 
limit to the land that can be 
planted in tourism, one way or 
another. 


There are eight islands run- 
ning roughly north to south 
and lying off-center in the Pa- 
cific, 2400 miles west of San 
Francisco and 3850 miles east 
of Tokyo. Four of the islands 
are small, relatively useless in 
the general scheme and thor- 
oughly. interesting. 

The four little 
Molokai, Lanai, 
Kahoolawe. 

Molokai was the site of the 
leper colony and its protagon- 
ist and victim, Father Damien. 
He died of leprosy. Now Molo- 
kai produces pineapple and 
beef cattle. 


Lanai is a company island. 
The pineapple company that 
owns it doesn’t produce an- 
other blooming or growing 
thing except pineapples. Serv- 
ice men who were in Hawaii 
during the war liked the pine- 
apple companies. The com- 
panies were not any fonder 
than any other fruit peddler of 
having merchandise pinched 
and they got around it by set- 
ting up stands in the groves. 
Pineapple and juice was avail- 
able for the asking. Hangover 
Heaven, some of us _ poets 
called it. 


Niihau is owned by the Rob- 
inson family, not the Swiss fam- 
ily but the native-born branch. 
The population consists of 213 
pure-blood Hawaiians and they 
have no police, no courts and 
no visitors, except by invita- 
tion. 

Kahoolawe is more private 
than Niihau. Nothing lands 
there except bombs. The mili- 
tary use it as a target. 

The major islands are Ha- 
waii, Oahu, Maui and Kauai. 
Oahu is the third-largest and 
the island with the most—it has 
the capital city, Honolulu, and 
it has Diamond Head, Pearl 
Harbor, Waikiki Beach, the Pa- 
cific command centers of the 
Navy, Air Force and Army, 


islands 
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Hawaii is a mixture of racial strains; these girls 
present Oriental and native Hawaiian backgrounds. 


supermarkets, super bars, traf- 
fic jams and men in gray flan- 
nel suits, tropical weight. If a 
man has financial, political, mil- 
itary, industrial or cultural in- 
terests he will be doing busi- 
ness on Oahu. If a man’s in- 
terest is fun he’ll still be doing 
business on Oahu. 

Hawaii is the biggest island 
and the last in the chain. The 
island produces heavily’ in 
sugar, cattle and lava. The only 
two active volcanoes in the is- 
lands are on Hawaii, which ac- 
commodates them nicely with- 
in its generous area of 4021 
square miles. Mauna Loa, the 
world’s largest volcano still in 
active business, is 13,680 feet 
above sea level. 

Maui, the second-largest is- 
land, has an area of 728 square 
miles. Sugar, pineapple and 
cattle are its staples. 

Kauai is a sightseer’s delight 
because it is everything a trop- 
ical island should be, for lush- 
ness. If business ever gets going 
strong on Kauai it probably 
will be the umbrella business. 
There’s a built-in testing stand 
for umbrellas, Mount Waialeale, 
where the average rainfall is 
40 feet. 

Best of all there is the cli- 
mate. Everywhere you go in 
the islands there is the climate 
and 600,000 propagandists re- 
marking how wonderful it is. 
The total land area of the 
islands is slightly less than 
New Jersey's, ard the populace 
mouths off bigger than Texas, 
mainly about climate. The 
Northeast trade winds hold‘the 
average temperature range to 
within a 10-degree spread of 
80 degrees, according to the 
pretty story put out by the 
islanders. 

Unlike: Florida and Califor- 
nia, Hawaii is not subject to 
bad weather spilling in over the 
borders from jealous neighbor- 
ing states. Most days the cli- 
mate is so fine the Chamber of 
Commerce can’t improve on it, 
but I remember a couple of 
days in Hawaii that made me 
homesick for a good July stand 
at Twelfth and Washington in 
St. Louis, just to cool off a bit 
and shuck some of the humid- 
ity building up under my collar.

Historically, Hawaii has been 
a patsy for the malihini, the 
newcomer. Capt. James Cook 
discovered the islands for the 
British in 1778 and called them 
the Sandwich Islands Cook 
wasn't hungry; he was catering 
to the Earl of Sandwich. The 
Americans arrived in force be- 
tween 1820 and 1860: first the 
missionaries from New England 
covering the women from the 
waist up in Mother Hubbards 
and then the whalers from New 
England, wallowing up to the 
gunnels in oil for the lamps 
of Boston. 

In the 1850s the first large 
import of Asians occurred. The 
native Hawaiians weren't accus- 
tomed to working for a living 
in their land of what they con- 
sidered plenty and the Ameri- 
cans brought in cheap labor. 
Chinese came first. Japanese, 
Koreans, Filipinos and Puerto 
Ricans followed. In 1893 the 
Americans completed their an- 
nexation by deposing Queen 
Lilioukalani, the last Hawaiian 
monarch. The U.S.S._ Boston 
achieved the coup in proper 


fashion, The Boston parked off- 
shore and the Marines landed. 

The islands were organized as 
a republic in 1894 and Sanford 
B. Dole, Mr. Pineapple, was the 
first president. In 1898 the 
United States annexed Hawail 
and in 1900 the islands were 
declared a territory. The is- 
lands sent their first petition 
for statehood to Congress in 
1903, establishing a habit. The 
islands sent at least 15 petitions 
for statehood to Congress be- 
fore the favor was granted. The 
islanders were their usual 
sclves throughout this marathon 
maneuver—tolerant, waiting for 
good sense to triumph over the 
sludgy processes of democratic 
recognition

Behind Prison Bars 


TEHERAN, Iran, March 19. 

I HAVE JUST FINISHED reading an advance copy of 
“Prison #xposures,” which is an unusual record of prison 
life as it is actually lived, written by Robert Neese, an in- 
mate of one of our prisons. Published by the Chilton Co. 
and carrying a foreword by Erle Stanley Gardner, it is a 
most vivid account of prison life, accompanied by the first 
photographs of life inside a prison taken by a convict. 

Many new ideas are being brought to light by our 
penologists about the conduct of our prisons and the treat- 
ment of prisoners. But it will be a long time before some 
of them actually can be put into practice. 


The basic need, it seems to me, is education— 
and that means all the way from the general pub- 
lic, through the prison departments and the keep- 
ers and the criminals. Certainly, people are not 
born criminals, and many, many inmates of our 
penitentiaries today might have been saved and 
might never have become criminals if in our so- 
ciety we did a better job with education. 


Robert Neese’s book will be a big contribution toward 
the proper understanding of the problems before us. It 
gives us new insights into the prison problem and may give 
some of us greater interest in studying our whole educa- 
tion system. 

I SHOULD ALSO LIKE to call my reader’s attention 
to a safety campaign being conducted by Woman's Day 
magazine. 

In an effort to enlist all automobile drivers in its na- 
tional campaign for greater safety, the magazine offers 
readers of its April issue “The Motorist'’s Prayer,” which is 
printed on car stickers. The prayer is published in con- 
nection with the magazine's feature article, “A Moral So- 
lution of the Traffic Accident Problem,’ by Donald Slutz 
and Garnet M. Griffin. ’ 


The offer and publication of the feature are 
part of the magazine's continuing series of proj-' 
ects on highway safety. The article, which outlines 
the part of the clergy are taking in safety drives, 
maintains that a strong sense of moral responsi- 
bility is the best weapon against accidents. 


Impressed by the effect this prayer had in Detroit, 
where nearly 1000 churches co-operated in a safety drive 
last year, the magazine decided to make it available to the 
nation’s 80,000,000 licensed drivers. 

-I hope motorists will secure copies of this moving 
prayer—not just for display but to remind themselves to 
ask for guidance and protection in driving their cars. Last 
year 37,000 persons were killed in traffic accidents and 
1,300,000 were injured. We must do something about this 
ever-increasing problem.

in the chest, but needles and 
thread were lacking 
found his clothing wearing 
out.
